This order the court 
refused to make until it was satisfied 
that there was probable cause for the 
Indictment for criminal libel which, to 
be complete, must contain, the element 
of'express malice.

Education of Public to 


Approve Beer. 


Atlantic City, N. J.. June 2.—De- 


claring that "the professional advo- 
cates of the .Anti-Saloon league have 
overshot the mark and that their state- 
ments are grossly exaggerated where 
they are not purposely misleading," 
the board of trustees of the United 
States Brewers' association, which op- 
ened its forty-ninth annual convention 
at the hotel Shelbourne here today, 
went on record with the additional 
declaration that the so-called "pro- 
hibition wave" has reached its height 
and that "reaction Is already beginning 
to set in." 


These statements were contained in 


the annual report of the trustees, which 
was placed before the convention along 
with .the reports of a number of com- 
mittees. 


Report on Option Agitation. 


The.report goes extensively into the 


local option agitation, reviewing the 
work done by the several committees 
of the association in meeting the pro- 
hibition sentiment. 
The best condi- 


tions, the report says, are to be found 
in states where legislation has been 
wise and fair and calls attention to the 
Pennsylvania liquor law as one of the 
beat in the country. 


Touching upon national legislation 


the report stated that it ia to be re- 
gretted that at each recurring session 
of congress there Is an increase in the 
number of members'-who seek to de- 
stroy the liquor business by federal 
legislation. 


The trustees say that the beer sales 


for the year 
ending June 30, 1908, 


showed an increase of $239,798, "which

Exalting the value of "The New 


Civic Spirit," and defining some of Us 
possibilities as a potent aid to pro- 
gress. Prof Zueblin. at the Majestic 
theater this afternoon, delivered the 
llrst of his series of addresses and 
formally inaugurated the systematic 
civic revival campaign. 


Prof. Zueblin arrived in the city at 


noon today from Xew York, and a 
committee from the Civic Revival or- 
ganization met him at the station and 
accompanied him to thy Anthony ho- 
tel. The first of the afternoon meet- 
ings was under the auspices of the 
Women's organizations of the city, 
with Mrs. O. N. Guldlin presiding, but 
it was gratifying to observe a large 
proportion of gentlemen in tho audi- 
ence, while the .ladies were out In 
force. 
A brief musical program was 


given prior to the address of Prof. 
Zueblin. 


In his opening remarks Mr. Zueblin 


expressed his gratification that Fort 
Wayne had undertaken so important 
a work, and congratulated the city 
upon the evident unanimity of spirit 
and enthusiasm which marked the be- 
ginning of the campaign for .a better 
city in every way. He. followed with 
an analysis of "The New Civic Spirit."

"Social evolution may be impercepti-
